The South. 

Georgia while inviting immigration to 
her fertile fields, failsto give prominence 
to what would seemto be one of her 
greatest inducements. Tell a discontent 
ed British yeoman, hesitating in his 
choice between Canada and the states, 
that Georgia was suv prolific in animal 
wealth that her very dogs were fed on 
spring lambs and mutton chops, whocan 
doubton which side of Cape Cod he 
would invest his agricultural experience. 
And yct this is ac ually the fact; for 
according to an authorized cfficial report 
of a state officer (an extract from which 
we gave in our last number), the ninety- 
nine thousand untaxcd dogs of Georgia 
devour annually close on thirty thousand 
sheep, of an average value of three 
doflars apiece. The drawback to this 
picture of prosperity isthat neither the 
dogs nor their owners pay for their feast 
of mutton. It is neither more nor less 
than a most oppressive tax on the indus- 
try of the agriculturists whose flocks 
would seem to be at the mercy of every 
howling cur that wants a meal. 

The state report further shows that 
while wool growing is one of the most 
proftabie industries, the decrease of 
sheep during the last ten years equals a 
present net loss of above a million in 
number. Itis hard to believe that the 
dogs are the only parties at fault in this 
matter. There must be ascrew looie 
with the farmers themselves, The feroc. 
ity of the state dog, whether wild or 
owned, can certainly not surpass that of 
the hordes of wolves which infest the 
frontier lands of France and Spain, on 
the slopes of the Pyrenees; and yt 
the farmers’ losses there are in- 
significant compared tothat of the Geor- 
gia farmers. ‘lhe planidopted by the 
Bageque peasants is simple enough. They 
breed a fine species of sheep dog, which 
are efficient and faithful guardians, and 


not in expensive picket fences but with 
low and easily moved wicker hurdles. 
This method seems simple and inéxpen- 
sive and wortby the adoption of Georgia 
farmers. It is certainly less costly than 
letting the sheep co tothe dogs ‘wether’ 
or no.

The states of New York, Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts, Vermont, Maine, Michi 
gan, California, Kansas, Illinois, Iowa 
and Wisconsin, and Indiana, and several 
Others employ stenographers in their 
courts.

In Indiana 
the appointment of reporters 1s vested in

The presiding 
judge names his compensation, which 
shall not exceed ten dollars for cach day 
actually spent in court in the taking of 
testimony. He is required to write out 
the full report and file it with the clerk 
of fhe court without additional pay, but 
if parties waut copies of it he may charge 
ten cents for each hundred words. He 
is removable at the pleasure of the 
court. The Wisconsin law is like this 
in all essential particulars, and so, we 
think, are the laws of the different 
states. | | 

The Indiana and Wisconsin laws are 
working admirably, and their repeal 
wculd be tegarded as a public calamity, 
One Wisconsin judge certifies that the 
reporter of his circuit saves at least one- 
third of the court expenses, and enables 
him. to do in six months business that 
formerly required ten months’ hard la- 
bor. The economy and convenience of 
a short-hand report are undoubted. 
Some of the judges say it shortens trials 
one-half, and permits the evidence of 
witnesses to be given more clearly and 
connectedly. An Iowa judge says it 
promotes justice by ils greater accuracy. 
It lessens jurors’, bailiffs’ and clerks’ 
fees. It saves time and money, 
and promotes justice. But we did 
not start out with the intention of urg- 
ing the wisdom of sucha law. We sim. 
ply intended to state what other states 
have done, leaving our legislators to 
draw conclusions for the common ben- 
efit.

JUDGE HOPKINS’ REPLY, 


ATLANTA, Ga., January 1, 1876. 


Hon. John W. Nelms, Dear Siam: Yours 
of yesterday has been received, and I take 
pleasure in complying with your request.

the party charged, shall be approved by the 


, court and ordered to to be recorded,” and 


the second section of the act was this: “In 
all cases of application for pardoa or re- 
prieve a cerufied a of such evidence 
shall accompany such applicaion.’’ The 
penal code of 1833 contained a section that 
now sppears in the code of 1873. It requires 
the judge to have the testimony taken down 
“and in the event of thethe jury returning 
a ve-dict of guilty, the testimony shall be 
ent.red on the miautes,”’ etc.

So the act and the su- 
In practice itis now 
used forertirely different purp-ses. The 
second “sectioa of the act of 18:9 
is not embraced in our _ present 
code. Wheiher repealed or not, it has 
for very maoy years been treated as a re- 
pea’ed Jaw, and the governor is le't toget 
at the facts in each particular case as best 
he can. The law furnishes him no aid. 
The best use to which this testimony is 
now applied, was the sole object that the 
legislature had in viewin passing the law. 
It is now chiefly emp!oyed in moving for 
new trials, to impeach witnesses and to 
‘gettie differences between counsel or jurors 
as to What the witnesses did say. As orig- 
inally intended, it subserved a wise pur- 
pose. Afterthe lapse of years, the gover- 
nor could not otherwise ascertain the true 
character ofthe case. I; perpetuated the 
case, just as it was exhibited to the court 
and jury, and the truth was not made to 
depend upon the memory of wiiuegses. If 
the Jaw no longerrequires that the testimo- 
ny shall accompany an application for par- 
don, that reason Ceases 10 exist, and it be- 
comes us to inqg.ire whether for othe: rea- 
sors it should Le allawed to remain on the 
statute book. It is undoubtedly very con- 
venient, to have the testimony, as thus ta- 
ken down, in moving for a newtrial. So 
it would be tohave it taken down in all 
cases, Civil and criminal. New tria!s have 
to be moved for during ths term, and there 
is practically no great ditliculty in agreeing 
| on the testimony so soon after the trial. 
We do not find it troublesome in 
misdemeanors or civil cases. During more 
than five years experience as a judge, 
be it said to thehonor of anoble profession, 

Ihave not been called on a:dcz.n times to 
settle betweea counsel when moving fora 
new tria’, a difference of _recollectiou as to 
testimony. Sucha difference is of very 
rare occuirence, so rare—so exceptional, 
within my observation, as rot to merit cos- 
sideration. No reason occura to me in 
favor of taking down the testimony in 
felonies, that does not apply with equal 
force to all other cases, unless it be the 
reason which induced the p.ssage of the 
law, and which xno longer exists. The 
practice furnishes no safeguard to accused 
persons. The jury determine the case by 
ithe testimony as it comes from the wi'- 
nesses. The written testimony is of no 
service tothem. Itis hearsay, and cannot 
be used, except as secondary eyidence, To 
read it over tu the witnesses for correction, 
in the presence of the jury, would seem 
to be violative of principle, for the last im- 
pression made on tbe miuds of the jury is 
produced bj the second hand, the hearsay 
testimony, and not by the witnesses. If 
jurors or counsel differ as to what a witni ss 
swore, the witness must be recalled to re- 
state his testimony, and until he is inacces- 
sible, the writien testimouy cannot be resor- 
tedto. I donot say tbat 1 would repzal the 
law, but I do say that it is not absolutely 
essent al tothe cause of truth thai it should 
remain of force. In other states, where no 
such practiceis known, there has been no 
failure «f justice. The testimony usually 
taken down, even in short-hand, does not 
speak the exacttruth. There is no possible 
way of doing that and until the manner and 
the intonation ofvoice, both of the examining 
counsel and witness, can be put on paper, 
ithe exact truth will be impossible. The 
judge and jury see and hear it all, and they 
get the whole truth of the trial, but neither 
judge nor jury nor repcrter can ever com- 
muuicate it toothers. The nearest approach 
to it ia to write down every word uttered by 
counsel and wituese. Much of the testimony 
in a case is frequently the work of counsel. 
The reporter in long hand undertakes to 
give in the form of an expression frum the 
witness the substance of question and an. 
swer, and hence the omg ah when it inputes 
the statement entirely to the witness, does 
not 8 eak the truth. 

The prac’ice is a costly one to the public 
Itconsumes a great deal of time, and it is 
doubtful whether its cost does not far ex- 
ceed its value. In Fulton superior court a 
great many felonies are tried. Time and 
money are spent in taking down and draw- 
ing out and recording testimony that is 
never used by anyone. It must be remem. 
bered that in but comparatively few cases 
are new trials moved for. In cases as~ 
qui: tal the testimony is cast aside—no®®ven 
recorded, aud in all cases of conviction, 
where motions for newiral arenot male it 
is almost value.e:s, 

No Jong hand writer can, with'n a reason- 
able time, take down all the testim ny. I 
must necessarily be a mere skeleton. tt the 
practice is to be adhered to, the work should 
be well done, and it takes a short hand wri- 
ter to do it If the testimony is to take 
aown, and is to stand as a wemoria! of the 
truth, the best known means of {making it 
true, should be employed. in view of the 
public time consumed, the delay caused in 
administering justice,and the abandonment 
of the use to which it was originally devot= 
ed, the alternatives presented, it seems to. 
me, are to repeal the law or employ a short- 
hand reporter. For myself, I would not 
hesitate to lup off so expensive a thing, un- 
less 1 became convinced that it would affect 
the ends of justic> or endanger the safet 
of the citizen. The fact that it is sanctifie 
by time should not save it, unless its use- 
fulness is apparent. The spiric of reform 
should move with proper reverence for long 
establishei usage, but at the same time it 
should not abdicate its mission out of res- 
pect for old age.

A Customs Décision. 

WASHINGTON, January 8.—The secre- 
tary of the treasury has addressed the 
following letter to the collector of cus- 
toms at New York: ‘Your letter of the 
9th ult. is received, further relating to 
the classification of certain so-called 
striped and fancy Italians, which, by the 
department decisions of August 29, 1874, 
and August 18, 1875, were held to be 
liable to duty at the rate of 50 cents 
per pound and 35 percent. advalorem, as 
manufactures of worsted not otherwise 
proyided for. The question having been 
lately again raised by certain importers, 
that the gcods, although striped and 
fancy, were dutiable under the provisions 
forrea! or imitation Italian clothsat square 
yard rates, the department submitted 
the same to you, accompanied by cer- 
tifcates fromthe manufacturers of the 
goods, with samples, so that the apprais- 
er might give an opinion on the new 
evidence. Thereport of the appraiser is 
favorable to the views of the 
importers and manufacturers; but 
for reasons presently stated not accepted 
as conclusive, After‘the careful consider- 
ation given to the matter prior to 
the promulgati f the decision of Au- 
gust 18, 1875 and in view of the provi- 
sion of section 2 of the act of, March 3rd, 
1875, entitled an act, restricting the 
refund of custom duties, etc., the de- 
partment is of opinion that the interests 
of the govcrnment will be best served by 
leaviog the question to be tried; by 
the courts where it is understood 
several suits involving the same ques- 
tion are LOW pending.

In the autumn of 1868 I went up from 
southern Europe to spend a few months 
in the gay capital of Saxony.
